Quite a while ago I told oftwo 
little street newsboys selling pa- 
pers. One little fellow had had 
several months experience and 
was an expert at his job. This 
special afternoon the streets of 
the city were crowded with peo- 
ple, some _ walking 


others were rushing to and fro. 
Our hero was selling papers 
rapidly for a newsboy of his age 
when presently he met a little 
feliow with an arm load of pa- 
pers and he was not selling any 
of them. 

A short conversation between 
the boys revealed the fact that 
the second boy had never tried 
to sell papers before, but this 
afternoon he was forced out to 
do something because his wid- 
owed mother was sick and he 
was the oldest of the three chil- 
dren in the home and mother 
and little brother and sister 
must have some bread. So he 
thought he could sell some pa- 
pers to get a few pennies to buy 
some bread. But he had been 
on the street an hour and had 
not sold a paper. 


“Let me have your papers, 
I'll sell them for you,” said the 
first boy. As he spoke the words 
he made as if he were going to 
take them, but the other little 
fellow drew back and looked 
suspiciously at the stranger. 
“Don’t be afraid, boy, I'll sell 
them and give you all the mon- 
ey. Let me have them.” With 
these words he took the big 
load of papers from the little 
fellow’s arm and hastened to a 
crowded street corner, the other 
little fellow trotting along be- 
hind. 

When he reached the corner 
he glanced at the headlines and 
began to cry out at the top 
of his voice, “Papers, Sat- 
urday Evening News , tells 
all about the railroad wreck, 
the great storm at sea 
where two vessels went down 
and most of both crews 
lost.” His voice rang out clear 
and strong and presently he be- 
gan to sell papers, and every 
time there was a little stop in 
the sales he cried the louder and 
put his whole force and strength 
into it. The papers went right 
and left and his voice rang out 
louder and louder. He scarcely 
stopped his shouts to give 
change back to his customers. 

It was not more than fifteen 
minutes till every paper was 
sold and the money in the little 
boy’s pocket and he was on his 
way to buy some _ bread for 
mother and baby sister and lit- 
tle brother. But what about the 
first boy? He did not know he 
was watched by a keen dark 
eye. He did not know he was 
heard as he talked with the oth- 
er little boy and finally offered 
to sell his papers for him. No, 
he was only doing his duty and 
it made him the happier as he 
watched the other little fellow 
walk away so proudly with all 
of his papers sold and the mon- 
ey in his pocket. He was about 
to pass on down the street to 
sell the balance of his own pa- 
pers when he felt a hand rest on 
his shoulder. “Wait, little man,” 
said the stranger, “You are 
more to me than you were to 
\ the timid little boy whose pa- 

pers you sold. I am a minister,

been before. He had learned his 
lesson. He could not afford to 
let a little newsboy display more 
enthusiasm and heroism selling 
papers than he could in pub- 
lishing the gospel. He had 


i formed a habit of preaching 


nice even sermons like the tell- 
ing of a story that had no thrill 
in it. But the next Sunday 
morning when he announced his 
text he did it with a vim that 
startled his congregation, and 
as he continued his discourse 
he displayed a degree of en- 
thusiasm and interest that so 
awakened his hearers that they 
looked on him with a surprised 
stare. He told them the story 
like he believed it himself and 
pointed out to them the danger 
of being lost forever if they did 
not heed the admonitions and 
teachings of that sacred Book. 

Drop that story now and take 
an inventory of yourself. What 
life have you been putting into 
your Sunday school? What en- 
ergy have you displayed in 
keeping up your meetings at 
your church? Have you been 
preaching your congregations 
to sleep because you have not 
acted like you believed what 
you preached? What would 
your meetings and Sunday 
school be if they depended on 
you for the life? Which one of 
the boys are you? Are you the 
little timid boy wagging your 
arm load of papers on your arm 
and nobody gets interested in 
what you have, or are you the 
little fellow that lightens the 
load of another and marches 
boldly out to the crowd and 
gets them so enthused in what 
you have that they will imme- 
diately begin to want some of 
the same experience? 

I well remember a certain 
minister who was well reported 
of for his labors and preaching, 
but he was never able to awak- 
en any interest. I had the privi- 
lege of hearing him one time. I 
saw the reason of his failure be- 
fore he was half way through 
his discourse. He used very 
good language and his delivery 
was fair, but his movements 
were sluggish and his appear- 
ance behind the sacred desk 
was such that it made a person 
feel like there was plenty of 
time and no need of hurrying 
about religion and _ religious 
work. Before he was through he 
was leaning over on the pulpit, 
and he looked to me like he was 
actually lazy. That was the end 
of him for me. A man that can’t 
make things smoke nor blaze 
either has no fire about him. 
And a man that has no fire now 
in these important days is not 
in it at all. He had just as well 
get out of the box. 

I tell you, we have got to 
have something in us similar 
to what the little news boy had 
that sold the papers so quickly 
for the other little fellow. It is 
time we are getting into a 
double-quick march for Jesus. 
It will take this to get over the 
world in the time allotted. We 
must tell the people what is in 
our Book, and tell it in a way 
to make them want it. Get on 
the platform, behind the pulpit, 
or on the street corner and tell 
it like we mean it. Make every- 
body want it. Heat up the 
very atmosphere around you 
and strike hard like you mean 
business. This is not for indi- 
viduals only, but the Church 
must be wide awake. Catch the 
spirit of Isaiah who prophesied 
for our day, “Hearken to me,” 
he said in thunder tones. He 





talks to the good people and 
wants to get them stirred up. 


Listen at that good old man 
as he sounds the alarm! 
“Hearken to me, ye that follow 
after righteousness, ye that 
seek the Lord.” I’m going to 
tell you something and I mean 
every word I speak. And I can 
see him as he skips about on 
the platform and puts his whole 
soul into it. Watch him as he 
clinches his fist and then pounds 
it against his other hand. He is 
sending his message home. He 
is the little street paper seller, 
crying at the top of his voice. 
What does he say? “Look unto 
the rock whence ye are hewn, 
and to the hole of the pit 
whence ye are digged. Look un- 
to Abraham.” There’s some- 
thing doing! Abraham was a 
lone man, but he thundered and 
pounded about until he got a 
great following. He became the 
father of the faithful. This was 
because he did something. He 
left home, traveled on _ foot, 
camped out at night, lived in a 
tent, fed the angels, prevailed 
with God and obeyed God and 
made things move and they are 
still moving. Even the mention 
of his name creates an enthusi- 
asm and determination to do 
something. 

“Hearken unto me,” again 
cries out our great preacher in 
his discourse. This time he ad- 
dresses the  Lord’s people. 
“Hearken unto me, my people.” 
I’m going to tell you something 
of interest—something of great 
importance and he told it to 
them in good fashion. But 
Isaiah is not sure they are 
listening good so he makes an- 
other appeal. He doesn’t want 
them to miss the message, so 
he urges them stronger. Again 
he cries out, the same words, 
but shriller and more forcible. 
He wants to send the message 
straight to the hearts of the 
hearers. He is not fooling about 
it. He is not preaching merely 
for a support for his family. He 
is a messenger for God. He is 
not looking for a support, he is 
preaching to arouse a greater 
interest in the sacred cause he 
represents and to save the peo- 
ple from wreck and ruin. 

“Hearken unto me, ye that 
know righteousness, the people 
in whose heart is my law.” If 
that is not a score to stir up 
good people I don’t know. They 
know righteousness, the law cf 
the Lord is in their hearts, they 
have a good first class experi- 
ence, but they must be stirred 
up—-they must be put into a 
double-quick march for Jesus. 
No time to lose. Isaiah says, 
Hurry! Hurry! But with all his 
efforts, and all the good moves 
they are making he is not satis- 
fied yet. They are not moving 
up fast enough to suit him. He 
is not going to stop till he has 
everything on a double-quick 
march. I see him as he begins a 
new drive. He feels impelled to 
keep on till he gets every one of 
the saints on a double-quick 
march. 

“Awake, awake,” cries the 
old man. They are not fully 
aroused yet. I see the little news 
boy on the street corner strain- 
ing every nerve in him, and oft- 
en raising on his tiptoes as he 
tries to rouse an interest in his 
papers. That is what Isaiah is 
doing. He is feeling the weight 
and worth of his message. He 
is not preaching for an hour just 
to let it be said, He preached a 
great sermon. That does not 
satisfy God’s man. There is 
more to it than merely selling 
the papers, 
hungry mouths to feed. That 
poor sick mother and her dar- 
ling little children of whom the 
timid little fellow had told him 
had to be fed. He put his whole 


,strength into it for their sake. 


Following Isaiah in his dis- 
course further it is not difficult 
to see he was not to be baffled 
or discouraged. He was en- 


there are some, 


thused himself and he fully ex- 
pected to arouse others and get 
them to work. ‘‘Awake, awake, 
put on strength, O arm of the 
Lord; awake as in the ancient 
days, in the generations of old.” 
This was another strong appeal 
to get them into service. He 
simply did not intend to let them 
doze and lazy around. Some- 
thing had to be done and he 
knew they could do it if they 
could only be fully aroused to 
the situation and be made to 
feel their part of the responsi- 
bility. 

In my early days of Sunday 
school work I was under a com- 
mittee which had charge of the 
organization of the Sunday 
school and the general interests 
of the school. It was in one of 
those country churches where 
there was not as much spread 
out enthusiasm as there is some 
times in cities. They were con- 
tent to rock along with about 
thirty scholars, and a majority 
of the members of the church 
seemed disinterested. Only a 
few had to pull the load. They 
chose me for superintendent. 
And it did not take me long to 
see that even the committee 
did not feel the responsibility. 
They seemed to be content to 
let the work drag along with 
the usual routine. I called the 
committee together almost ev- 
ery week and asked their ad- 
vice and help. I wanted to 
spread and grow. It took me a 
year or more to get that com- 
mittee aroused. But while I was 
arousing them the flame burned 
bigger and hotter in me. It was 
only a little while till the attend- 
ance was doubled. And even 
then it did not stop, it grew on 
and on. But I gave that com- 
mittee no rest till we were reap- 
ing the fruits of our labor. And 
this is the spirit I want to get 
into all of our workers this 
year. And I want it to catch 
them at once. There is no time 
to lose. Double-quick march for 
Jesus! 

As a closing act of our Christ- 
mas exercises at the Auditori- 
um the superintendent made a 
brief talk onthe subject of 
Sunday school and gave an 
earnest invitation for others to 
join our school. Just as he spoke 
the last word he rang the lit- 
tle bell and you would have been 
enthused to see the rush. Al- 
most before the ring of the 
bell died away nineteen teach- 
ers, the secretary, two assist- 
ant superintendents and the 
pastor were on the platform. 
They came in a double-quick 
march and formed in_ three 


jrows, and no sooner were they 


in position than, at a motion by 
the superintendent, they shout- 
ed, “Sunday school, Sunday 
school, O yes, Sunday school, 
every body come to Sunday 
school.” And almost before the 
sound of their voices died away, 
at another motion by the hand 
of the superintendent the entire 
school of nearly three hun- 
dred scholars were on their feet 
shouting the very same words, 
“Sunday school, Sunday school, 
O yes, Sunday school, every- 
body come to Sunday school.” 
Immediately following this dem- 
onstration the same words were 
repeated by the entire school, 
pastor, superintendents, secre- 
tary, and teachers included. 
Then in a moment everything 
was quiet while the pastor of- 
fered a short prayer and this 
was the end. Thus we closed 
our Christmas exercises with 
the double-quick spirit on the 
entire congregation of nearly 
two thousand people. 


I tell you, I expect for this 
world to feel the power and ef- 
fect of the movements of the 
Church of God. We are getting 
strong enough now to do some- 
thing. The Church must be 
wide awake. I tell you, the

A FEW NECESSARY THINGS 





We are on the upward climb 
bound for complete and perfect 
organization. From the reports 
last year we were able to gather 
important and interesting infor- 
mation. It was a thrilling report 
when we could give the number 
of churches organized, the in- 
crease of members, and the 
number baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and fire each month. Ev- 
erybody was more or less in- 
terested in these reports in the 
paper. 

I want to kindly insist that 
every minister keep a careful 
record of his work this year. 
Every item on the report forms 
is important—number of ser- 
mons preached, religious visits 
to the homes, number baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, and the 
number added to the Church. 
When there is more than one 
minister in a meeting, the one 
in charge should make the re- 
ports and the others can merely 
state on their reports of the 
same meeting that they were 








», With a certain minister (and 


give his name) in the meeting. 
Two ministers should never re- 
port the results of the same 
meeting. This would be confus- 
ing at headquarters. 

Ministers should always in- 
struct the officers of hewly or- 
ganized churches so_ they will 
know their duties at the very 
start. Tell them about the mani- 
festo, and explain what it is for, 
and have them to give the 
names and addresses of all the 
members accurately, and ad- 
vise them to write plain so no 
mistake will be made at head- 
quarters. It is the duty of every 
minister to know our system of 
reporting and keeping the rec- 
ords. 

Churches should never be 
disbanded and the members 
moved elsewhere by any minis- 
ter except the state overseer or 
his authorized agent. When new 
members are taken in, their

THE SIGNBOARDS ON 
THE ROAD TO ~ 
HEAVEN 





E. L. Binkley 


As I begin this subject, it may seem 
to be very peculiar to some, but as I 
proceed to give some Scriptures for a 
foundation for my subject then you 
can take it for what it is worth. It 
will be necessary to use two texts on 
this subject. First, I will call your at- 
tention to Rom. 5:1. Notice how it 
reads. 


“Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Notice that 
through faith in Jesus, we get peace 
with God making the signboard, or 
Peace with God, the evidence that we 


that we need nothing but peace with 
God to lead us on to heaven so the 
peace with God is a signboard all the 
way through and if we can see it 
always in sight we are sure we are on 
the right road, but the way to keep 
this peace is another question under 
consideration, therefore, in order to 
get this plain to all, I will proceed to 
give my second text: 


“But if we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin.” Notice that there is something to 
do in order to keep this peace; first, 
we get it through faith in Jesus and 
then we keep it by walking in the light 
and keeping fellowship one with 
another and by this we are cleansed 
by the blood of Jesus. The latter 
text is found in L John 1:7, and notice 
that it all comes through Jesus and 
His blood, and again you will see that 
Jesus is the meditator between God 
and man in preparing him for heaven, 
80 it will not do to leave Jesus out 
of this run for heaven as some are 
trying to do. 


I will proceed to give you some of 
this light which we must walk in to 
make the run successful. First, justi- 
fication by faith raises the first sign- 
board of peace with God, but you can 
keep it raised only by walking in the 
light. I have in mind a town I was 
traveling to by the name of Jackson 
and when I arrived in twenty miles 
of the town there was a signboard 
which read twenty miles to Jackson. 
As I traveled on five miles farther, I 
found another signboard which read 
fifteen miles to Jackson and as I 
traveled five miles farther there was 
another signboard which read ten 
miles and on five miles farther was 
another signboard that read five miles. 
Of course I expected to get to Jack- 
son in the next five miles, but if I had 
stopped at this last signboard I would 
have never arrived at Jackson, or if 
I had missed the road, even on the 
last five miles I would have failed to 
get to Jackson and would have gone 
some where else, so you see I had to 
keep traveling toward Jackson to get 
there, so it is on this road to heaven, 
we must stay on the right road and 
keep going. 


After we have been justified by faith 
and found peace with God and found 
out that every experience must come 
through Christ to God we then need 
to begin to search for the next sign- 
board that leads to heaven, to God 
through Christ, and then start on our 
way. Next, we see a signboard which 
reads, peace with God _ through 
sanctification. It is the same _ sign- 
board but five miles closer or another 
experience closer. Then the question 
will arise, Does this come through 
Christ? Let us examine the Scrip- 
tures and see if we are on the right 
road.

Ans. Power was given hin to take 
peace from the earth and to kill one 
another. 

Ques. Will the events spoken of in 
Matt. 24:7, have taken place before 
the red horse starts? 

Ans. Yes. They nave already trans- 
pired. 

Ques. What did Jesus say about na- 
tion rising against nation and king- 
dom against kingdom, famines, earth- 
quakes and pestilences? 

Ans. He said, “All these are the be- 
ginning of sorrows.” 

Ques. What.was_ the rider of the 
white horse to do during the first 
three and a half years of his reign? 

Ans. He was to so establish peace 
conditions that by peace he should de- 
stroy many, also cause craft to pros- 
per.

names and addresses must be 
reported to headquarters at the 
and of that montth, and when 
members are excluded their 
names and the nature of the of- 
fence must be reported to head- 
quarters at the end of the 
month. This and other things 
necessitates the offices of clerk 
and treasurer to be filled by one 
person or the clerk and treasur- 
er to always work together in 
making out the report at the 
end of the month. I advise that 
the churches form a habit of 
always selecting one person to 
serve as clerk and treasurer. 
Another matter of great im- 
portance, and one that must not 
be overlooked or neglected, is 
the correct address of every 
member. If a family moves from 
one Post Office to another, or 
from one street and number in 
the same city to another, this 
information must be given each 
month. And this necessitates 
the organization of cvery local 
church into classes or bands in 
obedience to the ruling of the 
Assembly. The class leaders are 
to furnish this information to 
the clerk when ever any mem- 
ber of his class moves, always 
giving the old and new address. 
All of this information must be 
’ given the clerk so he can make 
a full report to headquarters 
every month. This will enable 
us to keep our records correct 
and accurate at headquarters. 
It has already become a pop- 
ular conclusion that a minister 
is not in good standing if he 
does not make out his reports 
and send them in every month, 
and the time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when a. local church 
will not be considered in good 
standing if its officers do not 
furnish these reports regularly 
each month, made out in detail 
accurately. And this will lead to 
the same consideration of a lo- 
cal church if it is not sufficient- 
ly organized into classes and of- 
ficers to furnish these reports. 








I want all the churches and 
ministers to consider this mes- 
sage well, and I_ kindly insist 
that every overseer put forth 
the necessary effort to see that 
every item is carried out to the 
letter. We have started in for 
the best organization in the 
world and we must adhere to 
the rules made by the Assembly

I know we can have things 
rolling on in good fashion this 
year, and I want us to begin 
business after the full orders of 
the Assembly now, so _ that 
when the revival season breaks 
in on us we will be ready for 
the most effective work. I feel 
that we must roll up the biggest 
work this year that has ever 
been done. We have the rules, 
we have the government, we 
have the churches and minis- 
ters, now let us all work togeth- 
er with a will to save souls and 
keep them saved, and spread 
out into new fields that are al- 
ready white unto harvest.

“The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.” James 
5:16. On this hangs many promises, 
blessings and’ victories. 

Listen at James again, “But let 
him ask in faith, nothing wavering.” 
James 1:6. The principle in this is 
resolution. Any blessing we may ask 
for must not be sought in an un- 
concerned manner as though it made 
but little difference whether we got 
it or not. It is perfectly consistent 
for us to feel we cannot live another 
day without it. 

I will partly relate the biegraphy 
of Jacob. He was Esau’s twin brother. 
Their father was getting old and the 
patriarchal blessing was due to Esau. 
But their mother feeling ii was the 
divine plan conferred with Jacob and 
succeeded insomuch that Jacob re- 
ceived the birthright blessing. This, 
of course, aroused a hatred in Esau. 
With budget in hand the celebrated 
character started from home. 

A few miles north of Jerusalem the 


‘night shades came on so Jacob pil- 


lowed his head on a stone and slept. 
He saw a vision of angels and a lad- 
der reaching from heaven to earth. 
Jacob arose and set up the stone as 
a memorial of that night. His frame 
was shaking with holy fear and he 
cried out, “Surely the Lord is in this 
place: and I knewit not.” He pro- 
ceeded on his journey until he reached 
the home of Laban. After twenty years 
had gone by Jacob supposing Esau’s 
anger had abated sent spies over, 
hoping to form a treaty of peace, but, 
no, Esau had four-hundred men on 
the war path then. Jacob gave him- 
self to fervent prayer. This ordeal 
had much to do with his personal ex- 
perience. He got a glimpse of himself 
and prayed effectually. The keynote 
then was “bless me.” He poured out 
his soul to God and wrestled there 
until he was blessed. The blessing is 
not named, but we find him a different 
man. His character was changed, all 
fear had vanished and he was holy 
consecrated. His resolution as he 
hurled himself before Jehovah's altar 
was, “I will not tet thee go, except 
thou bless me.” This is what fervent 
prayer does. 

In reading Foxes’ Christian Martyrs 
of the World, we notice another in- 
cident of effectual prayer. At this 
time some northern nations. having 
taken up arms against Rome, the em- 
peror marched to encounter them, 
but at a critical moment he found he 
was shut off from food and water. 
There was reason for the loss of the 
whole army. They sacrificed to their 
gods, Jupiter and Mars, but no re- 
sponse. The Christians or thundering 
legion were asked to call upon their 
God for help. They quickly stepped 
aside and prayed earnestly. Awe- 
struck and astonished the rest looked 
on as the black clouds gathered over- 
head, and a miracul thunder storm 
began. The rain d nded until the 
ditehes were full of water and the 
perishing army which had been with- 
out water five days arank. This un- 
known God answering prayer like that 
was marvelous in their eyes. The em- 
peror was now in favor of the Chris- 
tians.
